one child in her room, often choos- 
ing the neediest. Take Kevin for 
example. Born with a heroin addic- 
tion, Kevin was first brought to 
Mother when he was barely one 
week old. He had tremors so bad he 
looked as if he might up and walk 
right out of his own skin. 

Mother had him placed on her 
bed each night, where she could 
“share with him the stories of her 
life,” and caress him with her warm, 
ancient brown eyes. He liked this 
rightoff, and reciprocated her kind- 
ness, sometimes with giddy laugh- 
ter, and sometimes with a peaceful 
sleep. 

After several months, Kevin 
began to gain weight and exhibitthe 
responsiveness of anormal, healthy 
child. Mother Hale continued keep- 
ing children in her room up until a 
few months ago. If Mother Hale’s 
love could have been bottled and 
sold, the label would read, “Love 
Potion for Healing Abandoned or 
Drug-Addicted Babies.” 

Dr. Lorraine Hale, Mother 
Hale’s only daughter by birth, and 
the Executive Director of Hale 
House, told that story in her column 
“Asi WentHomeLast Night, ” which 
appears in the organization’s news- 
letter. The story is indicative of the 
methods which earned Mother Hale 
Praise as the source of miracles,

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which Hale House is based. 

In theearly 1940’s, Mother Hale 
moved to New York's lower east 
side with husband Thomas Hale and 
their two children Nathan and 
Lorraine. Thomas Hale died of can- 
cer shortly thereafter. Mother Hale, 
who was reluctant to leave her own 
children, began taking in other chil- 
dren to support her family. 

She became a licensed foster 
parent and took in seven or eight 
children at a time. She reared 40 
fosterchildren. These children even- 
tually rewarded Mother Hale with 
60 “grandchildren.” 

In 1969, as Mother Hale was 
anticipating her retirement, her 
daughter happened upon a woman 
overcome with a heroin stupor. The 
newborn in her arms had all but 
slipped from her grasp. Lorraine 
Hale caught the woman’s attention 
and thrust a piece of paper into her 
hand, on which she had written her 
mother’s name and address.

After her mother’s death, 
Mother Hale moved from the care 
of an “unstable” older sister to that 
ofamore compassionate and suppor- 
tive family friend. She credits her 
mother, who took in boarders and 
ran a lunchroom for longshoremen, 
with instilling in her the values on

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Tips to 
prevent 
carjackings 


ORANGE—Carjacking is the 
latest trend among car thieves 
throughout the United States. It is 
characterized by threatening and 
intimidating behavior, producing 
serious bodily injury or death of 
the victim and createsanew emer- 
gence of fear the American driv- 
ers, 

Methods of carjacking vary. 
Somecarjackers approach victims 
at red lights, fast-food drive-thru 
lines, automatic teller machines, 
self-service gas stations and 
convenience stores, parking lots, 
shopping center lots, pay tele- 
phones or simply follow the vic- 
tim home or to work. 

Others may stage a minor mo- 
tor vehicle accident (known as 
“bump and rob”) or fake a per- 
sonal injury accident as a pedes- 
trian to lure the victim to stop his 
vehicle, 

Unlike car thieves of the past 
who broke into empty vehicles 
and stole the car without confron- 
tation, this new breed will use 
force or threat of force to rob the 
victim of his vehicle. Some of the 
most often stolen luxury vehicles 
include the Acura, BMW, Toyota, 
Corvette and Maxima, 

Initially, carjackers focused 
upon expensive, luxury automo- 
biles. Although luxury vehicles 
remain a primary target, many 
carjackers are selecting victims 
who just appear vulnerable (the 
vehicle selection becomes second- 
ary). Most victims of carjackings 
have been alone or isolated at the 
time of confrontation, however, 
Suspects do target parents with 
children. 

Most, if not all victims stated 
that they were surprised by the 
robber and that the suspect de- 
manded the keys to the vehicle. 
There have been reports of vic- 
tims being killed while resisting 
or failing to give the armed 
carjacker the keys. 

The New Jersey Crime Pre- 
vention Officers Association of- 
fers crime prevention tips toavoid 
confrontation with armed 
carjackers, They do not represent 
the answer to this growing prob- 
Jem, butthe association hopes they 
will help keep readers from be- 
coming the next victims, 

In order for a criminal act to 
be committed, a criminal needs 
three elements: Desire, Ability and 
Opportunity. If any of these ele- 
ments are removed, a crime can- 
not be committed. Potential vic- 
tims cannot do much about the 
criminal’s desire or ability, but 
they can impact on his opportu- 
nity.

Have your keys ready when 
approaching your car and lock 
doors when you get inside your 
vehicle.

Driving your vehicle: While 
intraffic, or stoppedat light, leave 
space between your car and the 
car in front of you so that you may 
pull out in case a situation arises.
